In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  82-4002,  R.C.M.  1947, 
there  is  herewith  transmitted  to  you  the  report  of  the  State  Board  of 
Architectural  Examiners  covering  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1970. 

The  Montana  Board  of  Architectural  Examiners,  as  a  member  board  of  the 
National  Council  of  Architectural  Registration  Boards,  is  cooperating 
in  a  study  of  revised  requirements  for  professional  licensing.  The 
final  results  of  this  extensive  re-evaluation  may  have  a  profound  effect 
on  examination  content  and  procedures.

Since  the  final  result  of  this  study  is  anticipated  to  have  a 
direct  effect  on  the  determinations  made  by  the  Montana  Board  it  re¬ 
spectfully  requests  holding  in  abeyance  recommendations  which  might  have 
been  an  important  part  of  this  report  until  the  conclusion  of  this  study.

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PRINCIPAL  GOALS 


The  State  Board  of  Architectural  Examiners  exists  to  plan,  provide 
and  direct  activities  within  the  state  designed  to  register  professionals 
for  the  practice  of  architecture  by  means  of  written  examination  and  re¬ 
ciprocity.  The  Board  has  the  responsibility  to  maintain  a  current  roster 
of  architects  licensed  to  practice  in  Montana  through  the  collection  of 
annual  fees .

ANALYSIS  OF  PROGRAM 


ADMINISTRATION 

Services  to  insure  sound  and  accurate  examination  for  the  license  to 
practice  architecture  in  the  State  of  Montana  following  the  guidelines  of 
the  state  statutes  and  the  National  Council  of  Architectural  Registration 
Boards.  This  service  may  be  provided  by  written  examination  or  review  of 
nationally  recognized  credentials  for  licensing  by  reciprocity. 

Objectives .  To  coordinate  the  activities  of  the  Board  with  similar 
boards  in  the  other  forty-nine  states  and  territories  in  assuring  a  standard 
level  of  competency  for  professional  liscensure. 

Target  Groups.  Registered  architects,  candidates  for  registration  and 
architectural  students. 

Achievements .  Annual  written  examination  was  presented  which  was 
coordinated  with  the  examination  period  in  other  states.  Results  of  the 
examination  will  not  be  available  until  the  fall  of  1970.  Examination 
procedures  and  test  credentials  have  been  studied  by  board  members  during 
regional  and  national  workshop  periods.  This  program  will  take  some  time 
to  complete,  however,  at  the  present  time  it  is  ahead  of  schedule  on  a 
national  level.
